2. Dr. Lewis received B.S. and M.S . degrees in mechanical and electrical engineering 
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from M.I.T. with honors. Dr. Lewis has a Ph.D. from Oxford University in adaptive digital 
processing as a Marshall Scholar and an M.B. A. from Harvard Business School. Dr. Lewis led the 
development of single-chip video and audio compression solutions, as well as the first automotive 
video cellular telephone. 

3. Dr. Lewis invested substantial resources to invent a number of multimedia 
communication technologies, including the separation, processing and recombination of multiple 
streams of multimedia data. This processing can include enhancement, compression and other 
forms of data manipulation. Dr. Lewis was issued number of patents for his inventions. The 
inventions of Dr. Lewis's patents are used in many online wagering systems.
